Unification of 
School Boards 
Here Planned 


A m eeting of the governing 
boards of the Desert, Edom and 
Palm Springs High School dis­ 
tricts was held this w eek at the 
Frances Stevens school offices to 
take prelim inary steps to unite 
the Edom Elem entary school dis­ 
trict of Thousand Palm s to the 
D esert School D istrict of Palpi 
Springs. 
The D esert school district em ­ 
braces the Frances Stevens school 
and the D esert Hot Springs, Ca- 
huilla and C athedral City schools. 
It w as agreed a t the m eeting that 
petitions should be circulated in 
the Edom elem entary school dis­ 
trict to determ ine w hether or not 
a m ajority of the electors living 
in th a t district were in favor of 
having their elem entary school 
district 
united 
to 
the 
D esert 
school district. 


WITHIN 24 HOURS after the 
school trustees agreed th at the 
trial petitions should be circu­ 
lated in Edom, Mrs. V. D. W ald­ 
ron, one of the Edom trustees re ­ 
turned to the high school office 
a petition signed by 26 of the 
electors 
of the 
Edom 
district 
favoring 
unification 
w ith 
the 
D esert school district. This num ­ 
ber of electors is w ithin eight ol 
the total num ber of eligible elec­ 
tors in the east side district, thus 
constituting 
considerably 
more 
than a m ajority. 
The agreem ent at the joint 
m eeting early th is week w as that 
if Edom succeeded in getting 
more than a m ajority of electors 
to sign the petition, the sam e pe­ 
tition would be circulated w ithin 
the desert school district. It is 
the plan of th e trustees of the 
local high school district and the 
desert school district to circulate 
this petition election day, N ovem ­ 
ber 5, to qualified electors. 


THE CAMPAIGN to get the re ­ 
quired num ber of signatures— 
approxim ately 1500—will be con­ 
tinued for one week after the 
election. 
If a m ajority of elec­ 
tors sign this petition the pe­ 
titions from both districts will 
then be sent to the county super­ 
intendent of schools. Legal pro­ 
cesses for unification w ill then 
operate until one elem entary dis­ 
trict w ith one governing board 
results from th e merger. 
Should the Edom district be 
united w ith the D esert school dis­ 
trict, 
both districts being em ­ 
braced 
by 
the 
Palm 
Springs 
Union High School district, the 
high school district w ill 
then 
cease to be a U nion district, bu t 
the boundaries of both the ele­ 
m entary and secondary school 
districts will be conterm inous, in 
w hich case, one of two m ajor 
requirem ents w ill have been m et 
in th e direction of m aking a 
unified school district for the 
Palm Springs area. The second 
m ajor requirem ent to be m et be­ 
fore total unification of the school

greater. 
The crowds that swelled into 
town by far eclipsed the throngs 
that were attracted to the Vil­ 
lage during circus w eek of last 
April. 
The parade that filed down 
Palm Canyon drive, although not 
as long as the Circus parade, 
stretched for a mile or more and 
was close to an hour in passing 
any given point. 
E ntries were 
confined entirely to horsem en's 
associations and riding clubs. No 
floats, advertising businesses in 
the Village or elsew here, were 
perm itted to take part.

Orders 20 More New 
Diesel Locomolives 


Twenty powerful Diesel-elec­ 
tric freight locomotives have been 
ordered by the Southern Pacific 
company, A. T. Mercier, presi­ 
dent, announced yesterday. 
The new freignt Diesels are 
for main line operation and are 
in addition to the recent purchase 
of five powerful new passenger 
Diesels. Together with the com­ 
pany's other Diesel-electric en­ 
gines, they will comprise one of 
the 
largest 
fleets of railroad 
Diesel-electrics 
in 
the 
United 
States. 


"THIS IMPORTANT purchase 
of new main line freight Diesels 
is significant as a recognition of 
the development of the Pacific 
Coast during recent years," said 
Mr. Mercier. 
The new Diesels will be of 6000 
horsepower, or equal to that of 
the 
Southern 
Pacific’s 
most 
powerful steam locomotives, in­ 
cluding teh huge articulated-con- 
solidation steam engines with cab 
in front, an exclusive Southern 
Pacific design. 
Purchase of the new Diesel 
power is the outgrowth of a sur­ 
vey of Pacific Lines power re­ 
quirements and recent notable 
developments in the railroad mo­ 
tive power field, it was stated.

No State Funds To 
Be Used for Vets' 
Homes Under No. 1 


Purchases of farms or homes 
for veterans under Proposition 
No. 1 on the November 5 ballot 
will not be financed with state 
tax funds but with private capi­ 
tal, Senator Irwin T. Quinn of 
Eureka, chairman of the com­ 
mittee on military and veterans 
affairs of the California State 
Senate, explained today. 
Quinn poihted out that the 
$100,000,000 state bond issue pro­ 
vided by Proposition No. 1, like 
five previous issues approved by 
the voters since 1921 for the farm 
and home program, will be sold 
to 
private 
financial 
interests. 
The bonds will be retired over a 
20-year period through repay­ 
ment of veterans purchase con­ 
tracts, with no tax funds being 
required at any time. 
“This low cost financing pro­ 
gram enables the state to assist 
its veterans in acquiring homes 
and farms within their usually 
limited means,” Quinn said. 
Under the state plan, a Cali­ 
fornia veteran may obtain $7500 
on the purchase of a home valued 
at not more than $10,000, or 
$13,500 on a farm with a valu­ 
ation not in excess of $15,000. 
With recent reductions in inter­ 
est from five to three per rent a 
veteran purchaser may obain a 
$6500 home, for example, with 
monthly payments of $34.27 a 
month on a 20 year contract.

HE CAME to 
the Colorado 
desert 
about

and 
three 
years later m et the noted author 
George W harton Jam es, who was 
then working on a two-volume 
book about the desert. He com­ 
missioned Eytel to illustrate, and 
the draw ings made for that book, 
published 
in 
1907 
as 
“T h e 
W onders of the Colorado Desert,” 
im m ediately established Eytel as 
the prem ier desert artist. 
In 1927 Eytel, by then world- 
reknow n for his inform al sketch­ 
es of the desert, died in Banning, 
and was buried in the Indian 
cemetery, the only w hite m an to 
be interred there up to th at time. 


THESE SKETCH-BOOKS are 
filled w ith partial details of ani­ 
mal study, of rock formations, of 
Indians, and of trees. Some are 
complete draw ings; others, m erely 
fragm ents. Some were m ade on 
the back of cheap stationery and 
scraps of paper. All have that 
inim itatable Eytel touch. 
Edmund Jaeger is the author 
of the books: "The California 
Deserts,” “California Desert Wild- 
flowers,” "Denizens of the Des­ 
ert," and m any others. He is head 
of the zoology departm ent at 
Riverside college.

diam onds you are holding a curse 
—don’t lost your money.

PALM SPRIN GS now has fast 
air mail service to Los Angeles 
and to all points in the nation. 
A ir mail letters placed in the 
post office here by 8 a. m. are in 
Los Angeles via 
W estern 
Air 
Line planes at 10:34 and from 
there are dispatched to all points. 
Price of air mail has 
been 
lowered to five cents and Post­ 
m aster Pop Gorham called atten­ 
tion to the fact that it only costs 
two cents more for an a ir mail 
letter but to the east coast it is 
two days faster. 
"Just a cent to save a day,” he 
said. 


AIR MAIL HISTORY w as re­ 
called by the postm aster today. 
“It was on December 17, 1903, 
th at the W right Brothers at Kitty 
Hawk, N. C., first took an air­ 
plane 
off 
the 
ground. 
Seven 
years later, on June 14, 1910, 
first mention of possible a ir mail | 
service was made in Congress and 
a year later the first a ir mail 
w as flown on a short route in 
New York. 
'B u t it w asn't until M ay 15, 
1918, that regular air m ail serv­ 
ice was started. 


"NOW THERE are 75,745 route 
miles of domestic air m ail serv­ 
ice. The average letter mailed 
out of this office travels 1509 
miles. 
"And if you like m ore sta­ 
tistics," he added, "In 1941 there 
w ere only 166 planes operating 
m ail service. 
Today th ere are 
more th an 700." 
"And it only costs five cents a 
letter.”

O f Mt. San Jacinto

erosion, rem oving the top soils 
and exposing the granite core.

He cited th e follow­ 
ing statistics: 


1. D uring W orld W ar II, the 
U nited States suffered m ore cas­ 
ualties from traffic and industrial 
accidents than occurred in the 
w ar—som ething over the million 
m ark. 


2. Every 15 m inutes someone 
is killed in a traffic accident and 
m ost accidents are actually col­ 
lisions. 
Chief K ettm an declared that, 
as a whole, students are very 
good in following the general 
traffic and safety ordinances of 
this city. 
He 
concluded, 
‘‘My 
only criticism is that the students 
are not observing the im portant 
rule of facing oncoming traffic 
w hile w alking on the highw ay.” 
Mr. Sum m ers took up the lat­ 
te r part of the assem bly w ith a 
discussion of th e im portance of 
sports for boys. He pointed out, 
“It keeps them busy and also 
helps w ith the delinquency prob­ 
lem .”

Villagers going io the polls on Nov. 5—and 2.110 of them are 
eligible to do so—will find 17 propositions and proposed laws on 
the ballot as well as names of candidates for county, state and 
national offices. 
_ _ ___________ 
All of the measures on the bal-* 
lot are important ones and vital 
to all Californians. 
In spite of this, a light vote 
is being predicted. 


THREE of the propositions af­ 
fect the state's veterans, six pro­ 
pose changes in school laws, and 
the remainder range from such 
controversial subjects as the fair 
employment practices act and 
alien land law to creation of a 
court for tax appeals. 
Following is a brief resume of 
the 17 propositions: 
1. Veterans Bond Act of 1946. 
This act provides for a bond 
issue of one hundred million dol­ 
lars ($100,000,000) to be used by 
the Veteran’s Welfare Board in 
assisting California war veterans 
to acquire farms and homes. 
2. Greyhound Racing. 
This amendment permits grey­ 
hound racing 
and 
pari-mutuel 
wagering in counties having a 
population of 17,000 or more. It 
establishes a board to license 
racing and wagering and author­ 
izes 74 racing days per year in 
Los Angeles county and in the 
San Francisco metropolitan area, 
and 25 days per year in all other 
eligible counties. 
Four per cent of all sums wag­ 
ered would be paid to a fund for 
pursuing claims of war veterans 
against the federal and state gov­ 
ernments and for veterans reha­ 
bilitation. Eight per cent of all 
sums wagered would be retained 
by the pari-mutuel pool operator. 
3. Public Schools. 
This establishes a minimum 
salary of $2400 per year for all 
teachers, and increases state sup­ 
port for public schools to $120 
per year for each pupil in aver­ 
age 
daily 
attendance, 
$90 
of 
which shall be given to local 
school districts. It also authorizes 
local school officials to determine 
the amount of money to be raised 
by school district taxes and pro­ 
hibits transfer of any school or 
college to any authority not un­ 
der the public school system. 
4. Business Loans to Veterans. 
This permits loans to veterans 
for the purpose of enabling them 
to buy a business, land, buildings 
supplies, equipment, machinery, 
or tools, which are to be used by 
the veteran in pursuing a gain­ 
ful occupation. In addition, it pro­ 
vides that such aid is exempt 
from prohibition against giving 
or lending the credit of the state 
in aid of any person. 
5. Creation of a Court for Tax 
Appeals. 
• 
This creates a court of tax ap­ 
peals consisting of three judges 
selected in the same manner as 
justices of State Supreme court 
and gives court jurisdiction over 
appeals from superior courts in 
all cases involving the legality, 
imposition or collection of taxes 
and assessments. The decisions 
of this court are to be subect to 
review by the Supreme court.

6. Annual Sessions of the Leg­ 
islature. 
This provides that the legisla­ 
ture shall meet annually and limit 
sessions during the even-num­ 
bered years to consideration of 
budget bills and certain special 
matters. Also, it provides that the 
state budget shall be for one 
year rather than for a two year 
period. 
7. County Boards of Education. 
This provides that members of 
a county board of education may 
be elected rather than appointed, 
and that the qualifications and 
terms of office may be estab­ 
lished by county charter rather 
than by general law. 
8. County Superintendents of 
Schools. 
This requires that the qualifi­ 
cations and salaries of county 
superintendents of schools shall 
be fixed by the legislature rather 
than by local authorities and per­ 
mits the legislature to prescribe 
different qualifications and sal­ 
aries for each county. 
9. State 
Superintendents 
of 
Public Instruction. 
This creates the offices of one 
deputy superintendent of public 
instruction and three associate 
superintendents 
of 
public 
in­ 
struction, to be appointed by the 
state board of education, upon 
nomination by the superintendent 
of public instruction for four 
terms without regard to civil 
service regulations. It also per­ 
mits the appointment of addi­ 
tional associate superintendents 
of public instruction, subject to 
state civil service laws. 
10. Salary of the Governor. 
This authorizes the legislature 
to fix the governor’s salary at not 
less than $10,000 per year and 
prohibits the increase or decrease 
after the regular session of the 
legislature in 1947 of the salaries 
of the governor, lieutenant-gov­ 
ernor, controller, secretary 
of 
state, superintendent of public 
instruction, or treasurer, during 
their terms of office. 
11. Fair Employment Practices 
Act. 
This sets a state policy which 
would maintain that all persons 
have the right of equal oppor­ 
tunity to secure employment and 
makes it unlawful to refuse to 
hire, to discharge or to discrimi­ 
nate in conditions of employment 
against any person because of 
race, religion, color, national or­ 
igin or ancestry. It also estab­ 
lishes a commission to prevent 
such unlawful practices by edu­ 
cation and conciliation or order. 
The commission’s orders may be 


subject to judicial review. 
12. Amendment of Laws Adopl- 
ed by Iniliative. 
This authorizes the legislature 
to propose repeals or amend­ 
ments to laws enacted by initia­ 
tive and provides that such pro­ 
posed 
repeals or 
amendments 
must be submitted to the vote of 
the people for adoption or re­ 
jection. 
13. Allocation of Public School 
Funds. 
This simplifies the procedure 
for allocation of state funds for 
support of the public school sys­ 
tem and eliminates the necessity 
of making allocations for sup­ 
port of the public schools from 
the state general fund. Instead it 
provides that sums be appropri­ 
ated to the state school fund. 
14. Disability of the Governor 
to Act. 
This provides that the secre­ 
tary of state, attorney general, 
treasurer and controller, in the 
order named, shall assume powers 
and duties of the governor in the 
event of the disability of the gov­ 
ernor, lieutenant-governor, presi­ 
dent pro tempore of the senate 
or the speaker of the assembly to 
act.15. Validation 
of 
Legislative 
Amendments to Alien Land Law. 
Establishes validity of 1923 and 
1943 legislative amendments to 
the alien land law of 1920. 
16. Repeal of the Educational 
Poll Tax.

daily attendance of 16,591 pupils,

associa­ 
tion said today, making public 
its study of three years of state 
support of elementary school dis­ 
tricts in California. State appor­ 
tionment 
to 
the 
elementary 
school districts in the county for 
1945-46 was $1,266,226 based on 
average 
daily 
attendance 
of 
14,946 pupils. 
For 1944-45, ele­ 
mentary 
school 
support 
was 
$930,268 based on 14,061 attend­ 
ance. 
The 1945-46 school year was 
the first for which elementary 
school districts received the $80 
per pupil state support voted by 
the people in November, 1944, the 
Taxpayers’ association said. For 
1944-45 the state apportionment 
fund was $66 per pupil. 
Over the state as a whole, the 
elementary school districts will 
receive $68,081,990 from the state 
treasury this year, based on 822,­ 
907 pupils in elem entary average 
daily attendance. Last year the 
total state apportionment to the 
elementary school districts of the 
state was $65,219,246, based on 
787,347 pupils in attendance. For 
1944-45. state support was $50,­ 
676,686, based on 750,825 attend­ 
ance. 
"The primary basis of state 
support of public schools is num­ 
ber of pupils in attendance,” the 
association said, pointing out that 
regardless of the fate of Proposi­ 
tion No. 3 at the polls, state ap­ 
portionments will go up auto­ 
matically as attendance of chil­ 
dren increases.

THE GILA MONSTER 
No other lizard in the United 
States is as w ell known by repu­ 
tation. and less understood than 
the notorious gila m onster of the 
southw est’s arid regions. He has 
found a legendary niche in desert 
lore th at will be difficult to re ­ 
move by the tru e facts. So many 
stories, many 
of them 
utterly 
fantastic, have been woven about 
this beautifully m arked reptile 
that it is difficult to distinguish 
truth from fiction. 
To begin w ith, his nam e has a 
Spanish pronunciation, in which 
the “G ” has an “H” sound; thus: 
hee-la monster, named after the 
Gila river and the Gila desert of 
southern Arizona, w h e r e the 
lizard occurs most commonly. To 
the naturalist, he belongs to a 
family of lizards called the Helo- 
derntidae, in w hich there is only 
one genus, Hcladerm a. This gen­ 
eric 
name, 
Heloderm a, 
comes 
from two G reek roots meaning 
"nail-head skin,” and one of his 
common names is the beaded liz­ 
ard. This name is a good one 
for the entire body of this large 
reptile 
is 
covered 
w ith 
big 
roundish tubercles, each enclos­ 
ing a sm aller bony particle, thus 
resem bling the heads of nails or 
beads. These "beads'* are colored 
either brown or black or else yel­ 
low, salmon, or orange, arranged 
in a definite but irregular reticu­ 
lated pattern, dark on light, with 
the legs black and the tail banded 
by 3 or 4 wide black rings. 


DESERT INDIANS are claimed 
by some to have copied their 
basketry and ru g designs from 
the patterns seen on the backs 
of 
gila 
monsters. 
This 
seems 
highly unlikely, however, since 
the patterns are seldom of such 
a nature that they could be uti­ 
lized as a design. However, the 
bright contrasted coloration, usu­ 
ally solid black against brilliant 
orange, makes this lizard very 
easy to identify. No other lizards 
have such a color scheme, nor 
such a beaded appearance. 
O ther 
characteristics 
of the 
beaded lizard are his w ide blunt 
head, thick body, wide flat tail 
almost as big as the body itself, 
and 
his 
general 
sluggish 
de­ 
, meanor. The tail is blunt-tipped 
1 and thick for an express reason: 
it is used as a reservoir for fat- 
storage, during tin w inter hiber­ 
nation period, and if a captive 
specimen be deprived of food for 
a long time, the tail will be seen 
to gradually dim inish in size, all 
with no apparent ill effects to 
its owner. 
Two other distinguí hing char­ 
acters, which set the Heloderma 
apart from other lizards, are not 
readily apparent unless one ex­ 
am ines the skull. First, it will 
be noted that all of th e teeth, 
including the so-called "fangs" 
on the lower jaw (not the upper, 
as in the rattlesnake), have two 
grooves along th eir lengths, one 
on each side. Second, it can be 
ascertained by dissection th at the 
gila m onster actually possesses a 
pair of poison glands, also located 
in the lower jaw where the lips 
appear 
to 
be 
swollen. 
These 
poison glands m ake the genus 
H eloderm a the only venomous 
lizards in the world! T here may 
be a closely related poisonous 
genus in Borneo, but this has not 
been definitely ascertained. 


THE POISON of the beaded 
lizard, is neurotoxic in effect like 
the venom of th e cobras, acting 
upon th e nervous system rather

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than the bloom -stream (as is the 
case in rattlesnakes). It is secreted 
into the mouth cavity from be­ 
tween the anterior teeth and has 
no direct connection w ith the 
"fangs" themselves. In order to 
poison a person, the venom would 
have to be more or less chewed 
into the wounds made by the 
teeth, a 
rather 
difficult 
task. 
Turning over on its back might 
aid the the poison to flow dow n­ 
ward into the wounds, but this 
is not alw ays done by the lizard, 
which seldom even bites. The 
purpose of this poison is highly 
debatable, for the lizard can uti­ 
lize it only with great difficulty, 
and certainly does not rely upon 
it to obtain food. In captivity he 
will cat 
nothing 
but 
chicken 
eggs, about one a week. If the 
eggs of wild birds form the major 
portion of his diet in the field, 
then the venom would seem to be 
absolutely wasted. No doubt the 
glands are carry-overs from an ­ 
cestral lizards who, like present- 
day rattlesnakes, depended al­ 
most entirely upon their use to 
secure anim al prey. But one can 
only conjecture on this. 
Many stories have been told 
of the deadly potency of this 
lizard’s 
venom. 
However, 
its 
exact toxicity has never been 
agreed upon by laboratory w ork­ 
ers. Small amounts of it injected 
into warm-blooded anim als like 
mice will quickly cause death. 
Few cases of hum ans being bit­ 
ten by 
the lizard 
have 
been 
recorded, and no actual deaths 
from such bites have actually 
been attributed 
to its venom. 
Most herpetologists, do concur 
that the poison is dangerous and 
to be avoided: some even claim it 
is as powerful 
as rattlesnake 
venom. The story th at this "m on­ 
ster” 
blows a poisonous spray 
from his jaws, which is fatal to 
anyone w ithin range, is of course 
untrue. 
There are only tw o definite 
species in the genus Heloderma. 
I The commoner is called Helo- 
i derma suspectum, the Arizona 
] gila monster. His range extends 
i from extrem e southw estern Utah 
and southern

and m ountain canyons, usually 
in the saguaro-octillo plant asso­ 
ciation. He is usually nocturnal 
in habits, probably to conserve 
body 
moisture, and may most 
often be seen abroad during the 
crepuscular hours, at dusk. He 
is very fond of water, and in 
captivity, if 
w ater 
is 
present, 
will spend nearly as much tim e 
in it as out of it. The beaded 
lizard can dig quite easily, and 
apparently does so in the wild 
state 
to 
reach 
buried 
w atcr- 
sources. That he is long-lived is 
indicated by the fact that one 
captive specim en was kept alive 
nearly 20 years! 
The gila m onster reproduces 
by laying soft-shelled eggs, from 
5 to 13 in one batch. These eggs 
are about two and a half inches 
long. The group is laid in a shal­ 
low cavity excavated in sand, 
then carefully buried, and left 
to be hatched by the heat of 
the sun's rays. The sandy area 
chosen, however, is usually 
a 
moist 
one, 
preferably near 
a 
desert stream . About a month 
elapses 
before 
the young are 
hatched, which, upon emerging, 
are some 4 inches in length. 
O rdinarily the beaded lizard is 
rath er sluggish and slow to react, 
but if he is w arm ed by the sun, 
he can lash out sideways, with 
extrem e rapidity. Once he does 
secure a firm hold on any ob­ 
ject, his bite has been likened 
to that of a bull dog's, and he 
hangs on w ith great tenacity. 
You 
will 
hear people claim 
that the gila m onster has no anus, 
no opening for the excx-etion of 
w aste m aterials, and that 
the 
lizard is poisonous simply be­ 
cause of this retention of putri- 
ficd m aterial. This is in complete 
variance w ith the facts, for not 
only can you íeadily see the anal 
opening in any specimen and 
find excreted pellets from cap­ 
tive lizards, but the very presence 
of true poison glands 
in the 
m outh 
prove 
the story s utter 
fallacy. 
. 
, 
Visitors to the California des- 
ex-ts, either the Mojave or Colo­ 
rado, need not be in fear of 
chancing upon a wild gila m on­ 
ster in their w alks or rides. Even 
in Arizona, his typical home, he 
is 
fast approaching extinction, 
being hunted down and captured 
for side-shows, he is and unless 
protected 
in 
such 
regions 
as 
Saguaro N ational M onument or 
Organ 
Pipe 
Cactus 
National 
Monument, he may someday be 
relegated<o a position beside the 
Dodo 
bird 
or 
the 
Passenger 
pigeon.
